Maximum Penalty on Count 


Is One Year in County 


Jail; Jury Out 5 Hours 


William, Clausen, 2S, former pro- 


prietor of the Log Cabin Inn on 
Highway -17. was found guilty as an 
accessory after tho fact in tho rob- 
bery of tho State bank at Freedom 
on Fob. ll, by a Jury in municipal 
court yesterday afternoon. Tho Jury 
ret tied »t 11:15 yesterday morning 
and returned at 4 o'clock. 


Tho Jury found that Clausen was 


not guilty of being an accessory be- 
fore- tho fact In tho robbery. Be- 
foro tho c«so went to tho Jury, u 
charge of robbery was strlckwn on 
motion of tho slate. Clausen will bo 
sentenced tomorrow morning along 
with Stephen Nosh. 22, and John E. 
Brooks. 23, both of Chicago. These 
two men pleaded guilty earlier of be- 
ing accessories after tho fact. Clau- 
sen. Brooks and Nash were charged 
with tho same thrco counts, but two 
counts were dropped when Nash and 
Brooks pleaded guilty shortly after 
their trial started Monday. 


Tho heaviest penalty which can be 


inflicted on the trio, on the count 
which all three now stand convicted 
Is one year in the county Jail. 


One of tho thrco youths, who 


have confessed to tho actual rob- 
bing of the bank, has pleaded guilty 
and Is under a sentence of from 20 
to 30 years In tho state reformatory 
nt Grce.i Bay. This Is Theodore 
Kruger, 21, Chicago. Krugcr's bro- 
ther, Arthur, and Frank Corotz, min- 
ors, are In the county Jail awaiting 
settlement of tho robbery charges 
against them in Juvenile, .«i*urt. , 


Clausen was .arrested, aft^r am In- 


vestigation a few hours after the 
robbery, \vhlch led to the capture of 
the two Krugers and Goretz at the 
farm homo of Clausen's father. Cltfu- 
sen admitted taking them there in 
his car but claimed ho was forced to 
do so, Tho Kruger brothers testified 
that Clausen had no advance know- 
ledge of their plans for tho holdup of 
tho bank and Arthur Kruger testi- 
fied that ho had his hand In his 
pocl.et when they asked JUm to 
hide them, indicating that if Clausen 
didn't hide them ho would bo shot. 


It was tho contention of tho state 


that Clausen had advance knowledge 
of tho crime and that ho willingly 
lid the young bandits. 


All but about $100 of »ho loot to- 


taling J364, was recovered when the 
Irlo was arrested. Officers who made 
:he arrest will receive a reward of 
»150 from tho thrco insurance com- 
mnlcs which carried the Insurance 
on tho bank that was robbed, accord, 
ng to John Ball let. representative 
of one of tl.o companies.

"Every day we pick up news- 
papers and find the words "gun 
and "war" used many times. 


Many Wars Brewing 


"Few people realize that tonigh 


there are 31 national wars brewing 
and that it would take very much t 
precipitate an international struggle 
But nations are talking and preach 
ing safety through peace measures. 


"We find President Hoover with 


the United States government riding 
in the rumble seat of the car he's 
driving down the main Internationa 
avenue. In the distance comes China 
riding in a delapitated truck with 
a couple of flat tires and a defective 
steering wheel. 


"Back of China Is Russia travel 


Ing along at breakneck speed in E 
few old flivers. The chances for an 
other world war are as possible right 
now am an accident on that interna- 
tional highway. War is as dangerous 
as a man roller skating on the wings 
of an airplane several thousand feet 
in the air. 


"There Is unrest in the Balkan 
states in Spain, Italy and other coun- 
;rles, but the gospel of world peace 
has somewhat soothed and quieted 
this unrest.

outlined yesterday noon for the Kl- 
wanis club by Rev. Ralph A. Gar- 
rison in a talk on Citizenship. 


Calling attention to the fact that 


there is great need for laying 
stress on good citizenship. Rev. Gar- 
rison told the Kiwanians that the 
country can never rise higher than 
Its standard of citizenship and that 
the safety of people depends upon 
the caliber of the citizenry. 


Chicago and Its gang 
troubles, 


especially those 
involving Al- Ca- 


pone, were pointed out by the Rev. 
Garrison as examples where good 
citizens are dominated by a few bad 
citizens who intimidated and bribe 
police officials and who intimidate 
citizens who attempt to bring an 
end to crime and gang rule. 


The average 
person is a good 


citizen and wants to be a good citi- 
zen, he said. For that reason he 
foretold the end of the Chicago crime 
wave as soon as public attitude is 
aroused to the need of good citizen- 
ship, and as soon as the great Chi- 
cago group of good citizens asserts 
itself against gangs and corruption. 


Forces for making good citizens. 


Rev. Garrison said, are organization 
for boys like the boy scouts, service 
clubs like Kiwanis, and the church, 
three groups of the many which can 
mold and make good~cltizens. r 


Criminal Lowest Type - 


The lowest type of citizen, accord- 


Ing to Rev. Garrison, is the crimi- 
nal, the person who has no ideals 
and who managers to keep out of 
jail by evading the law and con- 
niving with it, 
avoiding just so 


much trouble that he still can get 
along. 
• 
• 


A higher standard of citizen is the 


personal endeavor standard shown 
t>y the man who "develops character, 
trust and integrity, the man who 
builds a home, who is a good ex- 
ample for his children, who finds 
a place in the world and works to 
mako his living without recourse to 
easy methods, ~ skin 
games 
and 


tricking of innocents. "No man is 
a failure if he lives up to this 
standard," Rev. Garrison said. 


The public service standard of 


good citizenship is the third stand- 
ard. Under this heading he classed 
;he man who votes, who acquaints 
himself with public problems and 
needs for changes in public policy, 
who feels a community rcsponslbil- 
ty, who holds public office as a 
trust, business as a service and^sup- 
ports his church even though he 
does not attend every service within 
;ts walls.. 


Rev. Garrison paid tribute to the 


men who have helped make religion 
the strong institution it now is in 
American life, citing former presi- 
dent Calvin Coolldge's 
statement 


that a government never gets ahead 
of its religion. Prison reforms, free- 
dom for the slaves, changed penal 
aws and improved 
educational 


standards all are the result of ef- 
forts of tho church. Rev. Garrison 
reminded his audience. 


Sacrificial devotion as exemplified 


>y -former President Wqodrow Wil- 
ion during the World war days and 
following, is the fourth and highest 
standard of good citizenship, in the 
opinion of tho speaker. He- praised 
.he sincerity

On March 12,1S67, Sun Vat-sen, Chinese revo- 


lutionary .leader, known as the Father.of the 
Chinese Republic, -was born of native Christian 
parentage in the Kwaniung province. 


Following his course at the new medical school 


In Kongkong, of which he was the first gradu- 
ate. Sun devoted himself to secret activities aim-

Win Children 
By Bringing 
Them Closer 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


When you wish to teach a child 


something that seems difficult for 
him to get, bring him close to you. 
That Is a little secret that parents 
and teachers ought to learn. There 
Is something about distance 
that 


weakens the transference of thought 
The closer the quicker. 


This Is Important where you have 


seemingly 
backward children to 


teach. If they are separated from 
you by the length of the room it Is 
hard to catch their eye, hard to 
reach their ear, harder still to reach 
their consciousness. They must be 
brought close up. 


The lesson too, must come close 


up. It must be carefully pointed; 
each point clear and definite; one 
following the other Irf close relation- 
ship; few words; apt illustration; ac- 
tion to .follow the lesson. While 
the lesson is presented the backward 
child, the slow-thinking child, must 
be close 'to the teacher, eye to eye, 
mind to mind. 


This means that the teacher, par- 


ents too are teachers, must be the 
sort of person that such a child 
can get close to. There are some 
that are not and such must fall ut- 
terly in the attempt to teach. A 
hard eye, a set mouth, gritted teeth 
and clenched hands drive children 
away." Though ihsy may be tied to 
the spot they are far distant 


Prepare the lesson for such chil- 


dren. Get as good a background for 
it as Is possible. Have the story 
ready, the objects handy, the Ideas 
fresh and bright Summon up all 
your affection for the child. Renew 
your desire to be of real service to 
him. 
Keep thinking about him un- 


til you can feel as he does, or as 
near it as is humanly possible. On- 
ly in this state of mind can you 
get close enough to touch the hem 
of his consciousness. 


Then choose the time and the 


place. Many a good lesson has gone 
over the horizon without touching 
the field of the child's mind be- 
cause it was untimely, or because it 
was out of place. When a child Is 
weary withhold your w.ord. Give 
him a chance to rest. Prepare his 
mood. Only when he is with you in 
spirit will it be possible for you to 
reach him. 


Get his attention before you start 


to work. It is Idle to teach one 
idea when a child's mind Is full of 
another. His mind must be warmed 
to the idea you wish to present be- 
fore it can enter. His mind must 
be friendly, and close to your own. 


No thought of impatience should 


enter while you teach this troubled 
child. His mind is wide open now, 
it is merging with your own. It 
catches the slightest vibration and 
if there is so much as, a hint of 
Impatience or anger it flees to its 
refuge and you are 'once more out- 
side and your work Is to be done 
all over again. And next time it 
will be harder. 


Class-room teachers will find this 


a difficult matter because while they 
plan and scheme to catch this one 
child, or the few like him, the big 
group of children are calling for at- 
tention. Special classes well train- 
ed teachers must be provided for 
the special child. Surely he is worth 
it.

the returns which will be of greater 
significance than ever this year by 
reason of the small payments to be 
made on them owing to the losses 
that have been taken on securities 
and on business operations. 


While it is yet too early to esti- 


mate the receipts of this district com- 
pared with 1930 and 1929, It is vm- 
derstoo* that there has been a very 
great falling off shown by the in- 
come statements already filed. The 
astonishing feature of these state- 
ments Is the high proportion of those 
on which not a dollar of tax will be 
collected. 
Tax income experts who have been 
busy for months making up the re- 
ports of Wall Street people, and this 
Includes Investors whose 
incomes 


range from $5,000 to $500,000, claim 
that the shrinkage In the Income 
tax statements by their clients will 
be-from 50 to 65 per cent compared 
with previous years. 


Think Estimate Ix>w 


On this basis they feel that the 


government's estimate of a decrease 
of 25 per rent In income tax re- 
ceipts for the first quarter this year

ers now can follow a piercing beacon 
light that spreads only 13 feet a mile 
and is visible half way across the 
state of Ohio.

nan it straight down to the full 
length, thus loosening the soil to 
a full 12-Inch depth.

If there Is a 
great deal of top and few roots, then 
I'.o vv.tljj.jj Lmv-U should be more 
severe than if there are plenty of 
root?. Pruning also helps prevent 
drying back from the tips and en- 
courages the plant In making its 


new growth to send out a bushy 
growth from the bottom. 


In arranging the shrubs In beds a 


zif-zag arrangement Is best. Place 
small dwarf vsr^tl*"! or.e to t-*o 
feet apart; medium tall growers one 
and one-half to three feet apart- 
tall growers three to six feet apart. 
Placing the shrubs further apart 
means a longer wait for a solid foli- 
age mass, but takes less shrubs.
